tory of the ¢lose mesting o the :-m suvereign
ties. The President and M~ Beward received M.
Mere bor at the Navy Yard on his l.lpf"“'h to the
Capital—a distinguished honor—and when the
President stepped ou the deck of
he was wele umo-i by n salute equal in bonor to
that accorded to the Emperor. That was not a
tribute to the head of a dismembered couwntry,
but to the chosen ruler of one of the first Pow
ers of the world, tnied in the crucible of war and
found trinmphant. Within a day or two after the
return to Washington, the Ambassador of France
is entertained at dmner v noble styvle by the Sec
retary of State, and the President and his Pre
mier exhibit that remarkable serenity which savs
w all the world, “We are masters of the posi
tion.""

On the other hand, the visit of M. Mercier to
Richmond is followed W disaster and dismay for
the rebels. Their Congress adjourns precipitite
ly, leaving numerous communications from Jeff
Davis, whom thev ecall “their President,” un
opened on thewr table. They adjourn when the
fate of their rebellion, for weal or woe, 18 within
two weeks of final decision. They leave in such
and haste, that the rebel papers of
Richmood mock them for eowards and fugitives
that will pever return., The next is the
abandonment of Yorktown by Generals Lee nnd
Jo Johnston, the best point for defense in the
Southery Coufederacy, and the retreat, in tumult
and disorder, of the best army that Jefl. Davis
has had in the field. The reason is, they are
hopeless and demoralized. They have no luture,
and can not fight except for the mere relief of
escaping the shame of discomfiture in death

On the dispersion of the armies of General
Joe. Johnston and Beaurezard, which Jelll Davis
can neither accelerate por prevent—Ifor he is no
longer the shadow of a power—the rebellion will
be ended, and the Union restored on the basis
originally prescribed by President Lincoln and
enforced on the insurgents by the French Gov
ernment as a political and international necessity
The war will cease; Southern industry will not be
overthrown, bat gradually regenerated; the pres
eut cotton crop, and increased future crops, will
enrich the commerce and manufacturers oi the
["nited States and the world, and Fravce will
share in the glory of the achievement.
